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SPECTACULAR MOUNTAIN FIRE 
SWEEPS HASTINGS CANYON; 
THREATENS WATER SUPPLY 


The most spectacular and de¬ 
structive mountain tire of lilteen 
yeais swept the slopes west oi 
csierra Macire 'laursuuy. The 
rii'e spread to the mountains as 
the large bai'ii oii me liasungs 
ranch burned Tnvrsday lore- 
noon. 

Burning all day and througu 
tire niglit, the lire denuded tlie 
canyon above the Hastings 
ranch Irom whicli the ranch 
water supply is obtained, and it 
was only with the greatest dilli- 
culty that the Haines were kept 
Irom sweeping the Bailey can¬ 
yon on the east i.nd tue \ os- 
burg canyon on the west. Sev¬ 
eral hundred acres in these can¬ 
yons adjacent to the rim ol tue 
Hastings canyon were bruned 
over. 

Soon Beyond Control 

At the lirst alai-m, Art Udell, 
forest representative for Siena 
Madre, took a squad of men to 
the Hastings ranch to combat 
the llames, but alter they had 
once become started up the side 
of the mountain there was no 
stopping them. 

It was a little like war. Men 
were drafted right and left, tak¬ 
en from delivery wagons or any 
other occupation, and sent up to 
join the fire lighters. 

Soon the soldiers from the 
national guard camp at Arcadia 
began to appear by the truck 
load in response to an appeal by 
City Trustee Sixirry. By the 
middle ol the afternoon there 
were dOO soldiers on hand undei’ 
command ol Capt. Peterson and 
'Lieut. Waddell of Co. E, 
iy.'apt. Powell and Lieuts. Rou.se 
and Weston ol Co. F, of the Cal. 
Field Artillery. These were aug¬ 
mented by as many more men 
this morning who came to re¬ 
lieve the men who had worked 
during the night. 

Forest Men Scattered 

Forest Ranger Walter Zachau 
of Santa Anita Canyon station 
and Forest Guard Chet Huston 
were the only forest service men 
on the job until the arrival of 
Rangers Fritz and Lackey dur¬ 
ing the afternoon. Other ran¬ 
gers had been called to fires at 
various other jxiints in the 
mountains. 

When the fire had gruned a big 
start up the brush covei’ed sides 
of the Hastings canyon, Ranger 
Zachau saw the futility of tly¬ 
ing to check it by direct fight¬ 
ing on the slope. Accoi'dingly, 
he determined to save the men 
till the wind should die down. In 
the mean time, he guessed cor- 
i-ectly, the fii'e would burn 
itself out when it came to the 
rim of the canyon and would 
not descend rapidly along the 
slopes beyond. 

As evening approached, the 
wind died down and the r emain¬ 
ing fire was confined to a com¬ 
paratively narrow strip around 
the edges of the bur-ned area. 
The men ewie then sent out in 
squads all ar-ound the main fire. 
During the evening ther-e was 
some fier-ce fighting on the west 
slope of Bailey canyon, which 
enthralled the spectators in Si¬ 
erra Madre and the valley Ire- 
low, Fire lines were ahso cut at 
a safe distance to prevent the 
possible spread over’ the r’idge 
to the Little Santa Anita and 
the Sier ra Madre municipal wa¬ 
ter shed. 

With more than 100 men sta¬ 
tioned along the Mt. W il.son 
auto road alrove the canyon all 
posible precautions were made 
to pr’event the spread of the 
towar-d the summit of Mt. Wil¬ 
son and the priceless observa¬ 


tory equipment of the Carnegie 
institution. 

Dur’ing the night the force of 
rangers and for-est officials was 
incr’eased by the ar r ival of Su¬ 
pervisor- Charlton who came all 
the way from Bear Valley, Dis- 
ti ict Ranger- Sloan and Rarrgers 
Mendenhall, iVlai-x and hhitz. 
The other fires had proven less 
formidable and enabled the men 
to concentrate here. 

As .soon as it appeared that 
there was an all night job and 
perfiaps tnor-e ahead. Rangers 
Zachau, Lackey and I ritz began 
to make provision for the feed¬ 
ing o fthe men, camp was es¬ 
tablished at .Mt. Tara ranch, an 
exireiienced army cook was put 
in charge and supplies wei’e soon 
arr-iving from Los Angeles by 
truck til r ough the co-oper ation 
of Messrs. Welshei- and Den¬ 
nison. 

Many Nai r ow Escapes 
Sever al men were seriously 
injured. Jo.se Garcia w-as cut¬ 
ting br-usli away from the top 
of a r idge when the earth gave 
way imdei’ him and he r-olled a 
hundred feet through the burn- 
terribly i iiib ksler shr dlu vbgKqj 
ing br'ush. He was terribly in¬ 
jured. An ambulance was sum¬ 
moned and he was oi-ought to 
Siena .Mrulre for emer gency 
treatment by Di'. Krebs, and 
then taken to a hospital. Miss 
'rimberlake assisting .But little 
hotK' was held for his recovery. 

Greer- Caskey also .suffered 
.severely from cut.-^ and br-ui.se.s 
sustained in a fall down a steep 
slope. 

The folly of allowing any but 
exixnienced fire fighter’s to di¬ 
rect oirei’ations was shown when 
some individuals assuming au¬ 
thority sent men into places 
where they were almost cer tain 
to be caught by the llames. 
G. L. Kelley, Paul Niles, v ictor 
Hill, Kenneth Webl) an dotheis 
had nai’row escajK's under- such 
cii’cirmstances. 

Tire Less Serious Side 
No sooner- had the fire gotten 
well under- way than the r-epoi’t 
spread almost as the lii’e itself 
that it had been stai’tcd by Gei’- 
man agents. Corr’obor’ation of 
the theory was found in the fact 
of .several other fir-es r-aging atj 
the smne time in other- parts or | 
the mountains. The coincidence , 
of it being the dryset season ofj 
the year- was apparently over-, 
looked as the chief cause. j 
W. A. Bowen was among the 
fire fighter’s and at one time he 
sat down on the top of a r-idge 
to re.st. Idly picking up a small 
stick lying near, he was natur¬ 
ally astonished to find inscilred 
on it: ‘Dale E. Bowen, Sep. 25, 
1909.” Pr-esurnably a memento 
of a deer- hunting tr ip of eight 
years ago and a r-est on the same 
siKjt. “Dad” br ought it down; 
and mailed it to Dale at Ixrng, 
Beach. ;

Juniur Red Cross to be launched 
to Include Millions of 
Children 

The Juniv^r Red Cr oss, open 
to all school children of the na¬ 
tion, numbering 22,000,000, has 
Ireeir projected accoi’dirrg to the 
announcement of Henry P. Da¬ 
vidson, chairman of the Red 
Cross VV ar- Council. 

Membership in the Junior Red 
Cross is to be by schools. When¬ 
ever- there has been placed in the 
local school fund an amount 
eiiual to 35c for every pupil the 
school becomes a school auxil¬ 
iary of the Red Cross and is en¬ 
titled to display a special Red 
Cr oss banner. At the same time 
every pupil becomes a junior- 
member and is eui-tled to wear! 
the mernljership outtorr. j 

Aid Chapter Work | 

The .school fund can be raised 
by the school, or- collected by 
sub.scription. In some states itj 
will be raised by c ties to cover¬ 
all the schools. In other places 
the campaign will Im? for- a state¬ 
wide fund and the enrollment of 
all the pupils in the state. In! 
every ca.se the schools are to bej 
a.s.sociated with the local clrair- 
lei s of the Red Cross thr-ough a 
a teacher-s committee of the 
chapter. 

The school fund will be used 
for- the irui-chase of rnater-ials to 
1 k! made up into Red Cross suir- 
plies by the childi’en. No part of 
it is to go ioi- chapter or gen¬ 
eral expen.ses. 

Value to the Children 

The plan has Irten developed 
by Pr esident McCi-acken of v as- 
sai- in consultati ‘u with, .school 
authorities and Red Cio.ss olfir 
cer-s. Di-. McCracken .said: 

“I Irelieve in the Junior- Red 
Cross, not only because of the 
large sums of ino.iey it will earn 
and the immense amount of sup¬ 
plies which the pupils will make, 
esiK-cially in our vocational in¬ 
stitutions, but Irecause of its 
educational and natiiotic value. 

“The uoi'k will leach service

Ti’ansmission Line 

Tactics of seashore life saver’s 
wer-e ti’ied in an attempt to cai’- 
r-y a line across a leep conyon to 
the south of the summit of Mt. 
Wilson, which must be spanned 
by the new irower line which the 
Southern Califor-nia Edison Co., 
is building to the Mt. Wil.son 
ob.se r-vatory. 

A cannon was loaded and suf¬ 
ficient cable attached to the pr o¬ 
jectile to r-each the other- side 
of the chasm between the old 
Mar-tin camp and the observa¬ 
tory power house. The pi’ojec-j 
tile ci’ossed but the cable br oke. | 
A chain was ti’ied but it ahsoi 
snapped. i 

Men Carry Lines 

Two men wer-e at last sent to 
the bottom of the canyon, down 
the opjxrsite sides, both of which ' 
are steeir and dangerous. Each 
car-r ied a line and when they met 
the ends were tied so the line 
could Ixr di-awn taut to .serve asj 
a ti-olley for dr-awing the heav-l 
ier lines acr-o.ss. | 

In spite of the iiirusual diffi¬ 
culties encountered in the con-| 
sti’uction of tire power- line it is 
expected .sei’vice can Ire com- j 
menced this month. In the past 
the ob.sei'vatory has developed 
its own power- with a distillate 
engine and generator on toir of 
the mountain. Vibrations of the 
engine made it imirossrble to do 
ob.ser vation woi'k with the big 
insti'uments while irowei’ was be¬ 
ing generated, .so an immense | 
storage battery system was in¬ 
stalled. With the completion of 
the new lOd-inch telescope the 
demands for power- will be .so 
much greater that it was consid-j 
ei'od best to build the new line I 
and bring irowei- up fi’orn the 
valley.

SIX RULES FOR PREVENTING FIRES IN THE MTS. 

1. Matches—Be sure your match is out before you throw it 
away. Matches whose heads glow after the flame is out 
are dangerous. 

2. Tobacco—Throw pipe ashes, and cigar or cigarette stumps 
in the dust of the road, and stamp or pinch out the fire 
before leaving them. Don’t throw them into brush, 
leaves or needles. 

3. Making Camp—Build a small camp fire. Build it in tlie 
oiien, not against a tree or log, nor within fifteen feet of 
standing brush. Scrape away the trash from all around 
it. 

1. Leaving Camp—Never leave a camp fire, even for a short 
time, without quenching it with water and then covering 
it with earth. 

5. Bonfires—Bonfires are not permitted on the Angelus 
National Forest. 

6. Fighting Fires—If you find a fire, try to put it out. If 
you can’t, get word to the nearest U. S. Forest Ranger 
or State Fire Warden at once. Keep in touch with the 
rangers.

MAKE YOUR GRAPES 

INTO GOOD RAISINS 

University Expert Tells How to 
Dry Muscats by Com¬ 
mercial Methods 

Few things are more valuable 
jis food than raisms. Many per¬ 
sons who have access to grapes 
do not know how lo convert the 
green fruit into raisins. The 
method is described by Prof. F. 
Rioletti of the state university: 

To make good IMuscat raisins 
very sweet, large grapes and two 
or three weeks of hot dry weath¬ 
er are necessary. These condi¬ 
tions occur in the interior. Near 
the coast the weather is usually 
cool and rain probable by the 
time the grapes are sufficiently 
ripe. 

Ripe Grapes are Needed 
The riper the grapes the bet¬ 
ter the quality of raisins and 
the heavier the yield. They 
should have at least 25 per cent 
of sugar. The drying ratio va¬ 
ries with ripeness, the grapes 
yielding from one-fifth to one- 
third of their weight in raisins. 

The time of drying varies 
from 9 days to 30, accord¬ 
ing to the weather. The most 
favorable maximum daily tem¬ 
perature for quahtv lies between 
80 to 90 degrees. At much 
above 100 drying is quicker 
but the quality inferior. Show¬ 
ers and cool weather may pro¬ 
long the process even beyond 30 
days. i 

In the Big Vineyards 
In large commercial vineyards! 
the grapes are gathei-ed directly j 
on trays 2x3 feet and dried be-| 
tween the rows of vines. The i 
trays are placed on little ridges j 
of .soil slanting toward the south I 
and near the .souch side of each i 
alternate row. ! 

Each tray receives 22 pounds 
of grapes, evenly spread and 
free from trash and leaves. 

When about three-fourths dry 
the graix}s are turned. Tliis is 
after about nine days at an'av¬ 
erage maximum temperature of 
90 degrees. 

Two men do the turning by 
placing an empty tray on top of 
a full one and revolving both 
fi’om north to south, .so as to ■ 
change the position of the ■ 
grapes as well as turn them. j 

After three or four days the | 
raisin trays should be stacked 
in piles of ten or more, each pile 
covered with an empty tray. It 
is advisable to do as much of 
the drying in the stack as po.s- 
.sible without running the risk of 
molding. 

In case of threatened rain the 
trays are also stacked and then 
spread out again w hen the dan¬ 
ger has pas.sed. A little rain 
will not hurt the raisins before 
they are turned. Much rain oi- 
wetting after they ai’e tinned 
will injure their api>earance as 
layer raisins, but they can usu¬ 
ally be saved by piompt turning 
on to dry tiays. 

When dry the raisins are 
packed into tight sweat boxes 
2x3 ft. X 8 in. deep, holding 
about 25 trays. T’or home use 
l)ins or boxes of any size may 
be u.sed. Des.sert raisins are 
packed in layers separated by 
sheets of manila ,^per.
